task when they try to reclaim both 
branches of the national legislature. 
Less than this they will not be sat­ 
isfied in doing however, for any demo­ 
cratic majority at all would enable 
th at party to control the house, and 
would keep all branches of the gov­ 
ernment in democratic hands for two 
years more, or through Cleveland’s 
term.
